The West Point Milrary Academy authorities are adopting 


extraordinary means of di ;ciplining- the cadets for the disrespect 


• shown recently- tovard on; of their instructors, Captain Longan, 
while in charge of the mc-^s. The football game scheduled -o be 
played today with the Uni/crsity of Vermont was canceled and all 
football -practice luis been discontinued. The academy faculty is 
placing its strong arm and veto on the sports in which the cadets 
delight ami in the t -iumpht on the field oE sport in which they take 
an especial pride, so as to -educe them to a sense of subordination. 
It is 'evident that G plain I. ongan is unpopular with all of the West 
Point classes'; buftiiat doc; not mean he is an incompetent as mili- 
tary educator. He may, in fact, be one of the most cfficici t in- 
structors. It is not an uncommon experience for the most cff cient 
and exacting instructors in our acadeniies, colleges and universities^ 
and, for that matter, in ou-- common schools, to be unpopular with 
the student body. 
However, the first lesson which a milita y or 


naval cadet must learn is hat of respect and subordination to his 
superior officer. It docs n'.t alter the case when classmates side in 
a body with any cadet who thinks he has a grievance against ;n in- 
structor. 
Discipline must be enforced af the military academy at 


r.ny cost, otherwise its vah c as a training school will be totally de- 
stroyed and its doo"S rnjghi: as well be closed.
